QUALIFICATION FUR VOTERS. 


Every mals person is entitled to vote 
¥ho is not an Indian, hut is a British sub- 
ject, either by birth or by naturalization, of 
tie fall age of 21 years, and has resided in 
the Northwest Territories for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of the 
writ of election, April 24th, 1896, and in 
the district of Alberta at least three months 
immediately prior to th: samedate. It is 
not necessary to be a. householder or have 
any property qualification, but in order to 
vote a man inust have resided in the Ter- 
ritories from the 24th .Apri!, 1895, to the 
24th April 1896, and in Alberta from the 
24th January 1896, to the 24th April, 1896. 
No person can vote whose name is not on 
the list of voters prepared by the enumerat- 
or. The law has been changed, in this re- 
spect, since last electiou. 


Judgment has been rendered by the privy 
council in the Canadian probibition case. 
Their lordships answered the questions 
separately and opined the Ontario legisla- 
ture had jurisdiction to enact section 18, 
subject to necessary qualification. Its pro- 
visions are or wil! become inoperative in any 
district of the province which has already 
adopted or may adopt. the secon‘ part of the 
Canadian Temperance Actof 1866. The 
order of the supreme court of Canada is dis- 
charged.

GENERAL NEWS. 


A Toronto telegram of May 11th, says: 
The opinion as expressed here is that the 
the Privy council’s finding on prohibition is 
a practical! victory for Mowat, as it 1elieves 
the Ontario government from the onus of 
the introduction of the measure to prohibit 
the importaticn and sale of intoxicatimg 
liquors. As regards the power to prohibit 
the manufacture of liquors it is acknow- 
ledged by ihe decision to be vested in ihe 
provinces, it is pointed out that if it is 
prohibited here it. will only drive an impor- 
tant industry into another province. 

Regarding the situation in Cuba a des- 
patch of May 10th stys: However ambig- 
uous the secretary of state may have been 
in former communications, this time his 
language admitted of no misconception. 
The secretary declared that in the opinion 
of the president the Cuban question had as- 
sumed a more acute stage than any since the 
beginning of the war on the island. Gener- 
al Weyler has refused to interfere in the 
cases of the condemed men of the competi- 
tor. The president is determined that these 
prisoners must not be executed upon the 
conviction ofa military court. In no pre- 
vious case involving the rights of citizens of 
the United States has President Cleveland 
manifested so much interest and determin- 
ation as in the present, regarding the 
status and rights of the Americans captured 
on the Competitor. The Spanish minister 
expressed the utmost solicitude, and hasten- 
ing to the cable office sent a Jong message to 
Madrid. The indications are that president 
Cleveland will have use for the magnificent 
fleet of war vessels arrayed under the flag of 
Admiral Bruce earlier than he had supposed. 
It is evident that the president has decided 
to calla halt upon the Spanish butcheries 
in Cuba. The only event that can prevent 
the sending of naval vessels to Havana is 
the complete backdown of Weyler. The 
opinion prevails in the state department 
that Weyler will find some way to stay the 
execution of the Americans, and to promise 
all the delay demanded by this government. 
General Fitzhugh Lee was directed to-night 
to go to Havana without delay. He wiil 
leave for Tampa at the earliest moment.

E SUPREME COURT. 


Before Mr. Justice Scott. Bangs Ys. 
Brown, an action te recover the value of a 
horse wrongfully solid by defendant, 
a liverystable keeper. The horse was left 
with Brown by one Stewart, who claimed to 
hold him for $15, his charge for finding the 
horse. Bangs contended that as the property 
was his and not Stewart’s the lien would 
not attach against him, also claimed that 
Brown was under contract not asa livery- 
stable man but asa special contractor in 
agreeing to hold the horse for Stewart, and 
therefore not entitled to the protection of 
the liveryssable men’s lien, which involves a 
very important point to liverystable men. 
Judgment reserved. §S.S. Taylor, Q. C., 
for plaintiff, J. C. F. Bown for defendant. 

Chave vs. Hetu. Plaintiff moved for 
judgment for $1117.00 on referee’s report. 
Judgment reserved. §. 8. Taylor, Q. C., 
for plaintiff, N. D. Beck, Q. C., for defend- 


ant. 

Bragg vs. Hetu. Plaintiff moved for 
judgment fer $1400 on referee’s report.

Tingley vs. Bangs. Action on account, 
was not finished on Saturday and will be 
resumed after the close of the criminal case 
of the Queer vs. Haft.

Tayler, Q.C., for de- 
fendant. 

At the opening of the sittings Harry H. 
Robertson was introduced to the court by 
8. S. Taylor, Q. C., on passing his examin- 
ation and was sworn iv as-an advocate. A 
pleasant incident of this introduction was 
the presentation to the court’ of a letter 
from the examiners congratulating Mr. 
Robertson on the ability shown in his exam- 
ination papers, and the proofs given on his 
examination of his efficiency.

SUPREME COURT OF CANADA 


At Ottawa. Humberstone vs. Dinner, 
appealed case. The respondent Humber- 
stone sued appellant Dinner for damages, 
and an injunction restraining him as to the 
running of a ferry at Edmonton, claiming 
that the same was an infringement upon the 
respondent's exclusive license which he 
obtained frem the Edmonton town council. 
Appellants contended that they being a 
partnership had the right to use their own 
ferry, that Humberstone’s license was not 
granted by the formality of a by-law, but 
simply by a resolution of the town council, 
and that the ferries ordinance of the N. W. 
T. was ultra vires the legislature of the 
Northwest Territories. Appellants succeed- 
ed at the trial court at Edmonton before 
Mr. Justice Rouleau. The case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the North- 
west Territories at Regina, which court 
unanimously decided in favor of respondent. 
Appeliant Dinner then appealed to 
the supreme court of Canada and 
same was heard in ths February term. On 
the argument the court held that the ferry 
ordinance of the Northwest Territories was 
intra vires, and that the partnership was 
not protected. They reserved the point as 
to the question of the necessity of a by-law, 
and unanimously decided to-day in favor of 
the respondent, dismissing the appeal, ap- 
parently holding that a by-law was not 
necessary. §. 8. Taylor, Q. C., for respond- 
ent, E. Douglas Armour, Q: C., of Toronto, 
for the appellant. 

Jellett vs. Wilkie et al. The respondents 
entered action against appellant Jellett to 
compel him to remove his executions 
against their lands, Jellett claiming that his 
executions against the Edmonton and Sas- 
katchewan Land Co. were registered prior 
to ths transfer to the respondents from the 
Edmonton and Saskatchewan Land Co., al- 
though the transfers were prior in date. 
Judgment was given at the trial court for 
the appsilant with cost, and at the supreme 
court .of the Northwest Territories, this 
judgment was reserved, whereupon tle ap- 
pellant appealed to the Supreme court of 
Canada. Here the appeal was dismissed, 
upholding the judgment of the supreme 
court of the Northwest Territories. S. S. 
Taylor, Q. C., for appellant Jellett, W. H. 
Chrysler, Q. C., of Ottawa, and J. J. Foy, 
Q. C., ot Toronto, for respondent.

BY-LAW NO. 116. 


A By-Law to authcrize the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to 
the amount of 250,000.00 in the capital stock of 
the Edmonton Distrizt Railway Company. 

Whereas, a petition signed by at least three- 
fourths in Sa of the resident ratepsy-zrs of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, entitled to 
vote on by-laws requiring the assent of the electors, 
has been presented to the Municipal Council of the 
said Municipality for the passing and due ratifica- 
tion of a by-law to authorize the Municipaiity of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to the 
amount of $50,000.C0 in the capital stock ef the 
Edmonton District Railway ; 

And Whereas, the said, the Edmonton District 
Railway Company contemplate constructing, main- 
taining <«d operating a line of railway near to and 
within tne Municipality, and the Municipality is, in 
the opinion of the Municipal Council, interested 
therein ; 

And Whereas, it is deemed expedient that the 
Municipality should subscribe for shares in the said, 
the Edmenton District Railway Company to an 
amount not exceeding $50,000,00, subject to such 
conditiors to be agreed upon between the Munici- 
vality and the Company, pricr to such subscription 
as shall appear necessary and expedient to the 
Municipal Council for the protection of the interests 
of the said Municipality ; 

And Whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it is 
necessary to borrow the amount of the sum to be 
subscribed for, either in one sum or in several sums 
from time to time, as it becomes necessary to pay 
the calls upon the stock ; 

And Whereas, it isexpedient that the subscription 
moneys when raised shall be raised by the issue of 
debeotures aggregating the said sum of $50,000.00, 
payable in twenty years, bearing interest at the rate 
of six per cens. payable haif yearly ; 

And Whereas, the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, accordidg to the las‘ 
revised assessment roli, is $1,131,780.00 ; 

And Whereas, the total amount of the existing 
debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt due 
for the current expenses of the year, is $18,510.88, 
incurred for local improvements, and $30,955 incur- 
red for permgnent improvements, making in the 
whole the sum of $49,465 88, whereof no part is 
in arrear ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient to provide for the 
payment of the principal of the said debentures by 
he creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

And Whereas, the total amount to be raised an- 
nually by special rate for the pxying of the said 
debt, by means of a sinking fund as aforesaid, and 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $4012.20; 

And Whereas, the annnal special rate on the 
dollar as being sufficient to pay the said interest 
and to create the said equal yearly sinking fund for 
the payment of the said debt is 3 6-10 mills ; 

Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in council 
assembled, enacts as follows : 

1. This By-law is to take effect on the first day ot 
June, 1£96, 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality ‘are 
hereby authorized to issue debentures of the Muni- 
cipality to the aggregate amount of $50,000.00, pay- 
aljle within twenty years from the day of the date 
on which this by-law takes effect, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half 
yearly ; such debentures to be payable at the office 
of the Treasurer of the Municipality of the Town of 
Edmonton, and to have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amonnt which 
shali be required to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal 
yearly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment 
of the principal sum of $50,000.00, a special rate of 
36-10 mulls on the dollar, over and above 
all other rates and taxes, shal! be levied 
in phe same nanner and at the same times as the 
general Municipal texes, upon the whole rateable 
property in the Municipality,in each year for the 

riod of twenty years, during which the said de- 

entures shall be current. 

4. The said debentures, when so issued as afore- 
said, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the 
Municipality, and the same, or the proceeds 
thereof, shall be by him delivered to the 
Edmonton District Railway Company, only after the 
passing of, and according to the provisions of a by- 
law to be hereafter passed by the Municipal Council 
in that behalf, confirming an agreement to be made 
hereafter between the Municipal Council on behalf 
of the Mudicipality, and the Edmenten District 
Railway Company. 

5. Tuesday, the 26th day cf May, 1896, hetween 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and five 
o’clock in the afternoon, at the office of the Town 
Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day, place 
aud hour for taking the votes cf the electors for 
and against this by-law.
